In the Indianapolis dis- 
trict Bynum has been renominated.

F. Shively, who has been in congress for 
a few weeks as a greenbacker, was yes- 
terday nominated by the democrats in 
Major Calkins' old district, the thir- 
teenth, and young Morrison, of Frank- 
fort, who was the reading clerk in the 
last house of representatives, will get the 
nomination in the ninth." 
"Will Bynum be electted?" 
"Of course he will. The republicans 
snubbed an old soldier and nominated 
Ad Harris, a railroad lawyer and a poor 
mixer. 
The republican party is in as 
bad shape in Indianapolis as the demo- 
crats have been."

I t is Now t h e National Sport—A 
Glance a t tiie Field. 


Minister Cox Coming: Home.

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Popular interest in sports of all kinds 
was never so pronounced as at the present 
time, and this fact is especially interest- 
ing in view of the sport and races here 
next week. 
Horse 
racing, 
espec 
ially, has grown into proportions ten 
years ago hardly conceived. 
Where a 
racing event was then witnessed by hun- 
dreds, thousands now pack the stands. 
Tracks have multiplied everywhere. 
It 
is true that trotting has made but little 
progress south of Eentucky or west of 
the Mississippi, but it is constantly grow- 
ing in favor north and east. Bat north, 
east, south and west the running tracks 
increase 
in 
number 
every 
year 
and it 
is now 
no 
longer 
possi- 
ble 
to 
place 
the 
dates 
of 
the 
numerons spring, summer and fall meet- 
ings in such convenient succession as to 
enable a stable to reach all the various 
meetings in a season without danger of 
wearying the animals by traveL 
To the 
racing meetings in New Orleans, Louis- 
ville, Lexington, Covington, Cincinnati, 
Chicago, Memphis, Nashville, S t Louis, 
Saratoga, brighton Beach, Baltimore, 
Washington, Coney Island and else- 
where thorougbreds are brought by the 
hundreds, and the events are made no- 
table by immense stakes and great pop- 
ular excitement. 
When, therefore, the 
magnitude of the race horse interest, as 
seen in these conditions, is contemplated 
the intensity of the competition, 
the 
financial investments involved, and the 
further 
fact 
that 
the racing busi- 
ness 
has 
eleinents 
of 
risk 
that enter into no other, it is very re- 
markable that so little scandal is devel- 
oped. But those who stand at the head 
of this interest should not neglect the 
vigorous maintenances of those rules and 
regulations upon the enforcement and 
observance of which the good repute of 
the turf depends. 
Corrupt practices are 
sure to obtain if the interest becomes 
unwieldy through overgrowth. At pres- 
ent the discipline of the associations is 
uniformly unexceptionable, but unless 
steps are taken each season by those in 
national authority to apply new checks 
against rascality the popularity of the 
sport will be jeoparized. 
Coney Island 
and New Orleans, Hartford and Cleveland 
are very wide apart, and the tracks at 
each place are on high standing. 
The 
thing to do is to keep them so. 
Noth- 
ing takes a taint so easily ab the turf, 
and the salvation of the millions of dol- 
lars invested in it depends upon the 
careful maintenance of those disciplinary 
measures which will keep it above re- 
proach. 
It should be remembered by 
those who are able, by virtue of their 
personal character to guarantee honora- 
ble dealings with the public, that the 
rules which did well a score of years ago 
may be altogether antiquated and inef- 
fectual in these days, and that accord- 
ingly there should be manifested a spirit 
of ever readiness to meet new conditions 
in the interest of progress.

Would to God I could offer 
more. 
Bad as it is it might be worse. 
The almighty loves us, despite his chas- 
tisements. 
Be true to him, he will not 
desert you. 
My little life has been a 
chapter of tragedies, as yon know, but I 
have never despaired, never lost my grip 
of eternal truth. 
The worst is not, so 
long as we can say this is not the 
worst. 
Give my love to all the old 
friends of mine and assure them that 
though I may never see them again in 
the flesh, they are vivid in my memory, 
wreathed with roses and red ribbons.''

ing, and if we cannot have goblin 
tapestry and Turkish rug.s, it may be 
well to have the next best that we can. 
There is a judicious use of taste to be 
exercised in tlie realm of fancy work, 
to secure ser% ice and durability' in color 
and material. 
The "woman of leisure" 
is not the average woman. The greater 
number of women do not experience 
the relaxation that a piece of fancy 
work may öfter, so urgent are their 
daily duties. 
A company of ladies rus- 
ticating at any one country resort is not 
the fac-simile of the world of M'omen 
at all.

What fancy work may be to women 
ther(\ the narcotic elements of the 
choii'e Havana may be to our gentlemen 
friends, in moments of leisure.

In a borough of the number of elect-

the returning officer's fees. ?1,750. 
If 
the number exceeds •2,000, tlien .^150 
for every .additional comjdete 1,000. In 
Ireland the candidate is allowed to 
spend on a someAvhat more liberal scale 
—that is, SI,000 for .'>00 electors, and 
$l,'2oO for any number betAveen 1,000

In counties Avhere the num- 
ber does not exceed 2,000, the candi- 
date may spend

According to a wi-iter in El Diario 
dc lo. Marina, thei-e is still flourishing 
in the porch of the Convent of Santa 
Sabina, in Kome, an orange tree that is 
said to haA e been planted in A.D. 1200. 
Another, in the Monastery of Tondi, is 
supposed to have been plant«xl by St. 
Thomas Acpiinas in 1278. In the Moor- 
ish Alcazar of Seville, Spain, exists one 
that Avas planted during the reign of 
Pedro I., between 1350 and 
1366. 
Others here known to be 340 years old 
are described as having a height of 
from thirteen to fifteen meters, Avith 
trunks from 1.24 to 1.40 meters in cir- 
cumference. 
Age is not, hoAACA er, in- 
dicated by size, as iu Andalusia there 
are many younger trees that are con- 
siderably larger than these. 
In Alcala 
de Ouadaira are tMO, the trunks of 
Avhich at one meter above the ground 
are respectively 2.50 and 2.60 meters in 
circumference. 
The yield of some 
orange trees in Malta and Naples is 
simply astounding, reaching as high as 
30,000 oranges to tho tree, and in the 
estate knoAvn as the Huerta Grande, in 
Mairena del Alcor, there are two that 
are said to have borne 38,000 oranges 
each in a season.

—A lot of mastodon bones were 
tovnd 
teceuily, about two miles west of Dayton« 
by some parties who were diggmg a sink. 
Two teeth in a perfect state of preserva. 
lion were found, the smaller weighing five 
pounds and nmo ounces. Tho 
larger 
tooth, upon exposure to the atmosphere, 
crumbled to some extent, though several 
pieces are verj- tine and solid ppocimene. 
What seems to be the tibia is only four- 
teen inches in length, but five inches in di- 
ameter. Broken pieces of other bones 
show the animal to have been of the mas- 
todon class, and would no doubt be ve-ry 
interesting lo geologists and naturalists. 
The remains were only five feet beneath tüe 
Bnrface. 


—A yoHng man from Jamestown was 
shot and almost instantly killed at Bowers- 
ville recently.

"The Missionary to Horsea." 


I are al ways fond of reading about 
heroes—men who have done great and

Edward F. Flower was 
born iu 
England in 1805.

"Little Moses" was the pony's 
name, and almost with the gift came 
the boy's first lesson as to the way iu 
which he should treat dumb aniumls. 
Edward was displeased with something 
the pony did, and whipped him, where- 
upon Mr. Flower the elder promptly 
whipped Master Edward, asking him 
how ho liked the oi^eration. 
"Not at 
all." Avas the boy's reply. 
His father 
then explained that an animal should 
never bo punished except for grave 
misconduct any more than a boy. 
Ed- 
ward learned the lesson well, and from 
that time he never failed to treat with 
kindness any animal that lie had to do 
witli. 


Mr. Flower's boyhood was spent in 
the western pai't of our own country, 
where his .fatlier established a large 
stock farm. 
Here his time was mostly 
spent among animals, which became 
his friends and playmates. 
Ho was an 
accomplished hunter. 
One of bis bi- 
ographers tells us that, when he returned 
to England, at 
the age of 20, he 
was dressed "in corduroy trousers, a 
hunting shirt with fringes, moccasin 
shoes, and a cap made from a 'coon's 
skin, with the tail hanging down be- 
hind." Wliat a figure ho must have 
made in Birmingham, where he "went 
into business ! It probably did not 
take him long^ to change his drees, 
hoverer, for we iGfarn that he was very 
sacceaafal in pleivsing hia employers, 
and in time he' beiéftme the bead ol »

On going from the free life of oar 


Western i>lains to the crovrded streets 
of English cities, one of the first things 
Mr. Flower noticed was the cruelty 
shown in the treatment of animals. 
Every overdriven cab horse, every im- 
happy-looking dog, every mule or goat 
compelled to work hard and suffer 
Idows from unfeeling men and boys, 
appealed to his heart. 
Ho resolved to 
do everything he could to help the 
poor creatures who could not spoak to 
tell their own wrongs 


The way in which 
carriage-horses 
are harnessed, aud e.speeially what is 
i'allod tlie "bearing-rein," aroused Mr. 
Flowers indignation. 
He issuedapam- 
l>hlet entitled "Horses aud Harness," 
in which he says, "A tight bearing-rein 
is used to pull the horses' heads up, a 
fixed martingale to pull them down, 
and close blinkers to pi-e%-ent them from 
seeing tlieir way." He maintained that 
no liorse could have his head 
so 
.strappe d Jij) without suffering the great- 
est misery. 
Yet it io done by people 
who claim to be thoughtful and consid- 
erate. 
He even tells about going to a 
meeting of the Society for the Preven- 
tion of Cruelty to Animals, and finding 
a dozen carriages at tlie door with the 
horses suffering in tliis way. 
He tried 
to call tlie attention of the meeting to 
the subject, and ihev i>rdered him to 
be put out of tlie room. 


But the more diflicultit s Mr. Flower 
met witli, the ]iard«r 
ho 
worked. 
Evervwhcre h<> went. ]>urticularly in 
southern conutries, like France, Italy, 
and Egyj)t, he .saw animals overworked 
aud overladen. 
He did all he could in 
the way of talking and writing, and 
interesting influential people in 
the 
cause. 
In conjunction with Sir Artliur 
Helps he issued a book on the subject, 
entitled "Animals and their Masters." 
When he was 75 years old he prepared, 
with the help of his wife, a volume 
called "The Stones of London." 
This 
was to call attention to the various 
methods of paving city streets. 
Bit- 
terly he denounces the terrible cobble- 
stuues over winch the poor cart-horses 
are comi>elled to drag their lieavy 
loads. 
Their disappearance from tlie 
m.niu thoroughfares of nearly all our 
great cilies is th>- dir«'ct results of his 
eiVort's. 


Few 
liavt' Asorked more faith- 
fully in a good cause than Mr. Flower. 
'I'he story of his life in the West, aud 
the incidents of liis long and faithful 
struggle to lighten the troubles of ani- 
mals, read like a romance. 
No man 
was ever more interested or entliusi- 
astic in any work he had undertaken. 
Of the terrible "bearing-rein" which 
troubles horses so much, he has been 
heard to say, "Though I am old 1 do 
not despair of liA-iug long enough to 
have it engraved upon my tombstone, 
'He was one of those men who caused 
the bearing-rein to be stbolished.'"— 
Harper's Young 
Feople.

can women than by their most ignorant

The 
relations of 
cause and elTeet are almost entirely 
ignored in the products of most kitchens, 
and it is only when a given article of 
food produces nn immediate and pain- 
ful effect that it is considered "bad for" 
any nieml-.er of the family. 


"Oh, they never hurt her ;she always 
takes them," is often the reply when 
one protests against a delicate young 
girl eating certain things which do not 
assuredly feed her, do not build the 
strength she needs or contribute to any 
necessity of her organization. 
An easy 
rule with most people is to give a per- 
son the food that is craved, on the 
theory that nature knows best what the 
system requires. 
This is a very wise 
rule when the craving is a healthy one, 
but very often it is not, and it needs 
common sense to distinguish between 
healthy and morbid desires. It is not 
often that the wish for fruit may not be 
gratified to its fullest extent without 
injury 
to 
the 
fruit-eater. 
When 
a person desires this or that fruit in the 
summer time very much it is a good 
time to give the appetite the thing 
called for, and make a halt in meat 
eating. 
Ono may not bo a bit of a vege- 
tarian, and yet see very plainly that 
much meat eating is the bane of Ameri- 
can women. 
Those who have jdenty of 
oiitdoor exercise can aftbrd to eat meat 
if they wish it, but women who are a 
great deal in the house cat it heartily 
to the csad detriment of theiruerves and 
their tempers. 
There is just as much, 
and more, nourishment in grains, as tho 
Southern races, who live on them, have 
prove<l. 
Nervous women who "can't 
sfHi why they arc so wretched," and 
who never have strength and energy 
for half their duties, even on steak for 
breakfast, and tongue for luncheon, 
and roast for dinner, will find that the 
rt duetion of their meat ration by one- 
fourth, and the sidjstitution of some 
other equally nourishing cereal, food 
will w ork wonders for them. 
This sub- 
stitution of some other food is abso- 
lutely necessary, and in the endless 
variety of prepared grains of to-day, 
nearly everybody can find somo which 
are palatable as well as nutritious,—

The Gj^^of Mexioo and Myeston 
Bay are b o u favorite resbrtis of many 
inembevs of the shark family, some of 
which attaiii large size, there having 
been for exhibition at the Sheriff's 
office for months the jaws of one of 
these monsters, armed with three rows 
of savage teeth, which, when opened, 
could easily be placed over the shoul- 
ders of a large man. 
The monster to 
which 
these sanguinary appendages 
pertained, measured, when in good 
health, seventeen feet from tip of nose 
to end of tail. 
Of the hundred differ- 
ent s:)ecies known, perhaps a half-dozen 
inhabit these waters, and although both 
foru.idable and repulsive in appearance 
there are no Avell authenticated instances 
since the settlement of the city of their 
having attacked man, although tliey 
are both voracious and fearless when 
hungry, as the following incident will 
show : liast summer, as the (piaran- 
tine steamer Hygeia was coming in from 
oiitside tiie bar, a large school of por- 
poises were playing around the vessel, 
wlicu the engineer, "Billy'' Bristol, 
opened fire on them with an old-fash- 
i(.ued 45-caliber revolver, and by a 
chance shot killed one. 
The vessel 
was stopped, tlie }iorpoise, which would 
weigh several hundred pounds, secured 
l)v a stout noose around the tail, and 
left hanging over tlie ship's side, head 
down in the water. 
Within a very few 
moments 
a huge 
shark, 
probably 
eighteen feet in length, made a rush 
for the porpoise, and. although fired 
u})on, cut it iu twain, and tlien shortly 
after made another rush for the re- 
mainder, and bit that in two just above 
the tail, which was loft hanging, and 
made oft"despite the fact that two pistol 
sliots were fired into his head, without 
any apparent ••ffeot. 
On the last rush 
the shark's head was well out of water, 
and when lired ou was not more than 
three or four i\ et from the pistol's muz- 
zle.^ 


No smali degree of excitement was 
caused in the city during the latter 
part ot" July, 1885, by th(! visit to the 
(iulf shores of a school of fish known 
aij the Cephalojitera vampijrus;, or 
devil fish, one of which was captured 
and placed on exhibition. 
The fish 
captured measured eight feet in lengtli, 
and sixteen feet four inches in breadth, 
and weighed several thousand pounds. 
A description given at tho time was as 
follows : "Head truncated in front and 
provided with a pointed, wing-like pro- 
cess separate from the pectoral fins, 
and seemingly capable of independent 
motion. These wings or horns, provided 
on either side of the head, are two feet 
two inches in length, triangular iu 
shape, resembling wings, making the 
transverse diameter of the tish greater 
than the longitudinal, with tail inchuled. 
These pectorals, from tip to tip, meas- 
ine sixteen feet four inches, while the 
body proper is only eight feet in length 
and the tail about three and one-half 
feet. 
The jaws are at the end of the 
heatl. 
the 
lower 
the 
more 
advanced, and tlu« transverse diameter 
of the mouth measures two feet ten 
inches. 
The eyes are small and lateral, 
resembling those of an elephant, and 
ari! situated on either side of the pro- 
truding wings, or frontal horns, and 
are consequently about three feet apart. 
The tail is elongated like a whiplash, 
armed near 
the root with a promi- 
nently serrated 
spinal protuberance. 
Tlui teeth are small, numerous, flat, 
and arranged in many rows. 
The 
mouth when open could easily accom- 
modate a flour barrel. 
Tho nostrils are 
small, and are situated near the angles 
ot th«,' mouth, and openings, wlxich aro 
probal)ly tho ears, are situated on the 
dorsal aspect of the appendages of the 
head behind the eyes. 
Several large 
linear openings (five on each side) are 
in the stomach. 
The skin is rough to 
the touch, of a blackish brown, and 
the belly wliite and very shiny."—Gal- 
v*:sto-n News.

BREACH OF fROMlSK- 


The demoralizing effects of that pror 
vision of the common law which «bn 
ables a w oman to bring suit for breack 
of promis»^ to marry her hare oftev 
been commented upon. 
It is true that 
it may operate sometimes as a restraint 
upon men who otherwise wotild engage 
themselves to be married with no in^- 
tention of fulfilling their promise, and 
it is also true that damages awarded in 
such cases are often a well-deserved and 
thoroughly - appreciated 
punishment. 
The defendant in a suit of this kind is 
apt to be a person who carries his 
heart in his pocket. But, on the whole, 
it must bo admitted that the jilting of a 
woman is one of those injuries for 
which the redress provided by law is 
only a clumsy substituto for indiridual 
action. 
The probable cure for the of- 
fense is a whipping, and it ought to be 
incumbent u)>ou the Sheriff of the 
county to inflict this punishment, by 
authority of the Court, when there is 
no male relative of the injured woman 
to stand forth as her avenger. 


It is a fact which tells strongly in our 
favor that suits for breath of promise 
are far less common here than in Great 
Britain, where they take a prominent 
place in the provincial newspapers and 
are stock subjects of English wit. 
In 
some quarters the breach-of-promise 
business appears to have become a kind 
of traile. 
These eases in England af- 
ford infinite amusement to all but the 
plaintitTs, the reading of love-letters 
and tlie guying of witnesses being 
usually followed by "laughtor," "loud 
laughter," "renewed 
laughter," and 
sometimes by "roars of laughter." 


A (rlasgow i)aper 
recently saidt 
"Scandal seems, in fact, to have re- 
cently assumed an epidemic form, and 
to be aflecting all classes, spreading it- 
self right over the country. 
Our own 
city is far from free of the malady. 
Leaving out the divorce element two 
Glasgow cases of breach of promise of 
marriage were decided within two days 
last week in the Court of Session.

EAlil.Y EVIDESCES OF CITILIZAXIOIT 
ly AMEtClCA. 


The oldest human habitations npon 
this continent are said to be those re- 
cently discovered in New Mexico by 
Major Powell, chief of the Geological 
Survey. 
They are in New Mexico near 
California Mountain. 
The mountains 
in this vicinity are covered with huge 
beds of lava, in which the prehistoric 
man and his comrades excavated square 
rooms, which were lined with a species 
of 
plaster 
made 
from 
the lava; 
and iu these rooms were found various 
e%idences of quite an advanced" 
tion, among them a species 
made of woven hair, and a large num- 
ber of pieces of pottery. In the sides of 
the rooms cupboards and shelves were 
excavated. 
In ono room, sticking out' 
of the 
bare 
face 
of 
the 
wall, 
was 
a 
small 
branch 
of a tree. 
When tliis was pulled out it was found 
that there was a hollow space behind 
the wall. 
Col. J. H. Stephen-wn» 
Major Powell's assistant, broke thii 
with a pick, and found a little con- 
cealed niche, in which was a small 
carved figure, resembling a man done 
up iu a closely-wcven fabric, which, 
with the touch of the hand, turned to 
dust. 
It was blackeaed and crisp, like 
the mummy cloths oi Egypt, 
In all, 
some sixty groups of these lava villages 
were found, there being twenty houses 
in each group. 
The evidences of 
ilization were simMar, but remoTed«fby| 
their crudity and evident want of skiU^ 
a good deal from the articles found iU 
the cliff" houses, which have been so; 
fully written up in the reports of the 
geological surveys.

The new aqueduct now in process ol 
construction in New York seems to have 
been jdesigned as a trap for the de- 
struction of human life on the one hand 
and the ruin of personal reputation on 
the other. 
The New York World has 
been investigating the fatalities attend- 
ing the progress of the work, and finds 
that in twelve weeks fifty-two persons 
were killed outright, 100 received seri- 
ous injuries, and nearly 300 others met 
with slight accidents. 
The World also 
finds that the workmen are taxed 50 
cents a month, or $24,000 a year, for 
medical expenses, from which they de- 
rive no benefit, as those who are in- 
jured are taken to hospitals and treated 
free of charge. Hence the snug little 
sum of $2,000 per month taken from 
the workingmen goes' into some one's 
pockets. 
It is furthermore ascertained 
that the larger number of these acci- 
dents are due to the indifterence ol 
bosses and contractors, and the lack of 
the most ordinary precautions against 
such risks as foul air, rotten apparatus, 
and insufficient props to prevent the 
fall of earth and rocks. 


The plan on which the Hydrographic 
Office at Washington is now engaged 
for ridding the Atlantic Ocean of dan- 
gerous water-logged wrecks is one of 
the greatest importance. 
The August 
chart showed a number of such wrecks 
floating and drifting about in the })ath- 
way of ocean steamers, taking the in- 
ternational course. The Hydrographic 
Office proposes that the ocean shall be 
divided into districts, and that the 
United States, England, France, Ger- 
many, Belgium, and the Netherlands 
shall each assume control over one of 
these districts and proceed to destroy 
the drifting wrecks which are now 
sources of the gravest anxiety to the 
seaman and the traveler. 
It is ])ro- 
posed that they shall be blown up after 
the manner in Avhich the Dispatcli, dnr- 
ing the early summer, destroyed the 
wrecks along the New Jersey coast. 
There appears to be every reason to 
believe that the (iovernments named 
will co-operate in this plan for eradi- 
cating, if not one of the most freqne.it 
at least one of the most terrible p rils 
of tlie. s«a. 


Thekk are Ix ing fonr locomotiv(>s 
construi-ted at tJie Baldwin Locomotive 
Works which are to 
run by soda, 
which takes the place of lire. 
Soda 
has much the same power as coal with- 
out any of the oiiensive gases. 
'J'he 
engines are nearly liiiished, and ure to 
be shipped to INIinneapolis, ^fiiin., and 
run on the streets of that city, where 
steam engines ar(i forbitlden. 
The en- 
gines look like ordinary passenger 
cars. Inside the boiler is placed ii%e 
tons of soda, which upon being damp 
ened by steam produces an intense 
heat. 
When the soda is thoroughly 
saturated the action cease-s, and then it 
is necessary to restore it by driving the 
moisture from it, when it is again ready 
for use. 
These engines are the first of 
their kind built in this country. 
They 
have about the same power as those of 
the New York elevated roads, and will 
readily draw four light cars. Soda en- 
gines are used in Berlin and other 
European cities successfully, and trav- 
erse the St. Gothard tunnel under the 
Alps, where steam engines cannot be 
used becaitse the length of the tunnel 
renders it impossible to devise a system 
of ventilation which will carry off the 
ioul gases generated by a locomotive.

The death of this great 
inventor, whose ingenuity has overcome 
so many of the difiiculties of an arduous 
and exacting profession, should not fail 
to invoke a fittmg tribute from those 
whom his genius has benefited. The

of the world is

THE EARTHQUAKE. 


HVHERE ARE SAN FRANCISCO'S LIT- 
TLE SIDE SHAKES NOW? 


Earth's Crust Rising and Falling In Bil- 
lowy Wave« Over a Third of Her Clr- 
cnmference—Heart-rendiny 
Sc»nM 
In 
Hap\«8S Charleston.

Of the remarkable series of great events 
that have been happening the world over from 
1881 to the present, earthquakes form a lead- 
ing feature. 
And of these the one to be long- 
est remembered in North America, will be 
that which laid Charleston, S. C., in ruins. 
It makes one ftiel, somehow, as if there wa* 
safety nowhere. 
If any place, next to the 
great western plains, was to be considered 
safe from earthquakes, it was just that part 
of the country which has been shaken up. If 
the theory of t he cause of these ground dis- 
turbances is correct they ought to be manifest 
mostly along mountain ranges, as indeed 
they are. 


Scientific authority declares they are caused 
by the cooling and settling of the earth's 
mass. 
It was a gigantic, i-ed hot ball to be- 
gin. 
It commenced to cool upon the outside. 
At length a thin crust was formed as it cooled, 
naturally it shrank. 
That made the crust 
crack open and settle, in order to readjust it- 
self to fit the molten kernel within. The pro- 
cess still goes on, and will till the earth is 
cooled through. 
Hence earthquakes. 
Moun- 
tain ranges are whei-e the great cracks have 
broken the surface and thrown the edges of 
the split up and sideways. 
When the earth 
is cooled through it will be dead, and there 
will be no earthquakes.

To get the situation properly it will be well 
to consider a moment the location of Charles- 
ton. 
It is. in the angle formed by the junc- 
tion of tho Cooper and Ashley rivers. 
They 
unite hero and flow to the ocean seven miles 
distant. 
Sea water and fresh water mingle 
all in one, and this estuary forms the noble 
Charleston harbor, landlocked on three sides. 


The earthquake came from the sea on 
the southeast and throbbed across the beau- 
tiful, hapless city toward the northwest. 
What made the visitation still more distress- 
ing was the fact that only six days before it a 
terrific cyclone had swept over Charleston, 
doing vast damage. 
When the dull, awful 
roar of the earth tremor was heard on that 
last night of August many thought that it was 
another vyclone. 


Mr. Dawson, editor of The News and Cou- 
rier, wa.s in his office at the time. How a man 
feels in an earthquake is thrillingly told by 
him. 
He wrote: 


"Fi'ODi the lii-st to the last it was a continu- 
ou.s jar, only adding force at every moment, 
and as it approached and reached the climax 
of its manifestation it seemed for a few terri- 
ble seconds that no work of human hands 
could p^ssibl}' siu'vive the shock. 
The floors 
were heaving under foot, the surrounding 
walls and partitions visibly swayetl to and 
fro, the crash of falling masses of stone and 
brick and mortar was heard overhead, and 
without the terrible roar filled the eain, and 
seemed to fill the mind and heart, dazing per- 
ception, l)ewildering thought, and, for a few 
panting breaths, or while you held your 
breath in dreadful anticipation of immediate 
and cruel death, you felt that life was already 
past, and waited for the end as the victim 
with his head on the block awaits the fall of 
the uplifted ax. 


Not a man in the office expected to escape 
alive. 
The shocks began at 9:53 P. M. 
Th6 
clocks that were stopped by the awful shocks 
made the record.

FLEEING FOB THEIR LIVES. 
All of us remember the pictures the geog- 
raphy books give of earthquakes in torrid 
countries—walls and towers toppling over 
and people fleeing for their lives. 
But none 
of us ever thought the scene could come to us 
in our safe latitudes. 
It has done so, and 
noiv we know there are no latitudes safe from 
eai-thquakes. 
Just as the pictures repre- i 
sen ted the scene in the school books, even so ! 
it was in Charleston. 
Women were braver j 
thfui the men, it is said, courageously gather- i 
ing their children together and leading them j 
coiilly into the streets, after the men bad fled i 
in terror. This feminine courage in great 1 
eniergencie.s is often conspicuous. 
^ 


It was the flrst shock that did the damage ; 
in Charleston. There were nearly, or quit^ 
a dozen altogether, occurring vithin the next 
thirty-six hours. 
The shocks vame in waves, 
as, indeed, everything else does. 
The first 
ones were from ten minutes to half an hour 
ajxiTt. Those who were cool enough to observe 
the motion of the tremors declare that the 
earth rose and fell like the billows of the sea. 
One man speaks of having seen the sidewalk 
rise and fall in waves. The effect on the 
n^nd of thus seeing the loosening of the only 
Cftbric we have always believed to be stable is 
UideicribAbly awful. It it this that makes an 
earthquake so terrible. All the fouadation» 
•f creation are broken up.

Some 
of the best present 
piles of debris and 
ruins. 


Fifty 
thousand 
persons spent some 
nights and days of 
terror in the streets and in vacant lots. 
In- 
fants were bom in several instances, while 
their mothers lay upon biunketson the ground. 


The earfihquake ai-ea appears to have been 
the most extensive in niodem times. 
Shocks 
were felt from British America to Florida, 
and as far west as Missouri. Cable dispatches 
bring the news that on the same night distinct 
shocks were felt at Athens, in Oi-eece. 
The 
gas wells at Pittsburg ceased flowing. The 
bowels of the earth were shaken up tor more 
than a third of the planet's circumference, 
and death and destinictioh were to pay gen- 
erally. 


The center of the quake on this continent 
seems to have been at Summerville, S. C. 
This is a fashionable summer resort for aris- 
tocratic 
Chariestonians, 
and 
is twenty- 
two 
miles 
from 
the city. 
The 
whole 
face of the earth seems to be changed 
here. 
Where before were ordinaiy 
sand 
and clay are 
now bottomle.ss <-racks in 
the mud, brackish water and sulphur smells. 
It will be a long time before it l»ecomesj 
known just how many persons wtere killed. 
In such calamities 
it is found out how 
generous 
h u m a n 
nature is. 
Aid has 
poured 
into 
the 
stricken city from 
all quaiters. 


The tall, slender 
spire of St. Fhili[)"s 
Episcopal 
chun-li 
stands the highest 
in the city. 
In its 
gfraveyard lies the 
body of John C. 
Calhoun. Ou its site 
the first church in 
ST. PHILIP'S. 
Charleston was built, a structure older than 
the pre.sent one. Its beautiful tower is ruined. 


Tlxe most frightful sensation of all, however, 
must have been exjHirieuced by the train load 
of excui'sionists on their way from Columbia 
to Charleston. 
To find their train suddenly 
waving up in the air, then bumping down 
upon the earth, then going up, then down, 
and soon for several seconds without any 
known cause for it, at the same time with an 
unearthly roar sounding in their ears, is an 
experience utterly unique in history. 
The 
front end of a car waved upward, while the 
rear end went downward, and vice versa. 
The engineer put the brakes on as hard as he 
could, and still that marvelous traui moved 
onward. 
It actually kept the track through 
this billowy motion of the earth. 
When the 
rails were examined they were found to be 
bent in sei-per.^ine waves.

An incident that is said 
really to have happened iu connection with 
the belfry of St. Michuel's forms the founda- 
tion of a tine and pathetic poem that is fre- 
quently recited by elocutionists.

Charleston has Ijeen pai'ticularly unfortu- 
nate 
War, tire, tidal wave, tornado, and 
now an eartliquake, have s{)eiit their force 
upon the iioomed city.

T H B P R E S I D E N T 
F I S H I N G . 


The president is an enthusiastic fisherman. 
It is said that President Arthur excelled as an 
adept fly thrower, which may all be, but 
President Cleveland will always be known as 
the better all around fishennan. 
He goes at 
it in his usual thoi'ough way. 
He requires 
none nor asks any advice from guides. 
He 
listens, of coui-se, attentively to any informa- 
tion offered, but in the interchange of points 
in the pi.scatorial ai"t he is more likely to give 
instruction than receive it. 


One of the guides who accompanied the 
president on a fishing trip last year en- 
croached on Davy Crockett with the follow- 
ing: He said that when the president fh^t 
threw his line in Lake Saranac there was 
quite a commotion among the fish. A great 
trout stuck his head out of the water with a 
frightejied look ou his wet face, and asked, 
"Is that you. President Cleveland;" 
"Yes, 
my name is Cleveland." "All right, Mr. 
Cleveland, I am at your sei*vice." The fish 
leaped out of the water to the {¡resident's feet 
as dead as a canned mackerel. 


This .story, other guides claim, is a fabi'ica- 
tion. They hold that the tremendous catches 
the president secures is not due to any par- 
tiality on the part of the trout, but to the 
skill and attention which Mr. Cleveland 
brings to bear on his i-od. 
Mrs. Cleveland 
seems also to be fascinated with th« sport, 
and, under her husband's tutelage, she is 
likely to become as celebrated as he in these 
parts. 
In a report of one day's catch of trout 
Uie president's figure is put at 115, while his 
wife is credited with 49 more of the speckled 
beauties. 
As she has had but little experi- 
ence her success can be attribnte<l to luck, 
though the charming grace with which she 
handles the rod should be enough to capture 
the most timid fish. 


Near the pre.sident's cabin is the Saranac 
inn, which will accommodate about seventj' 
guests. It Ls owned by a company of the pres- 
ident's friends, who nin it not to make 
money, but as a sort of private club house. 
The telegraph connects the place with civ- 
ilization. 


The president left the White House on Aug. 
16, and it is his intention to be back at his 
desk on Sept. 17. 
Then will the president's 
woolen shirts be put away where the motha 
cannot reach them. 
And the trout without 
fear may rest for another .season. 


THE WHITE HOUSE OK THE CO.NFEDEKACY. 


The White House of the Confetleraoy is now 
used as a public siihool, and the halls in which 
Jefferson Davis, Alexander Stephens, Judah 
P. Benjamin and othei-s held many of their 
war councils, now re-echo with the voices of 
children. 
It was here tiiat JefTeison Davis 
lived with his family during the whole of the 
late wai". 
Here he talked over the various 
campaigns with Uen. RuLtcrt E. Lee, and 
here he gave many a levee at the beginning 
of the .struggle, when how was high and the 
prospects of a great southern empire appa- 
rently good. 
The house i.s a fine three-story 
brick building with large j oonis and an old 
fashioned porch upheld by great pillars at the 
back. 
At the left of it is an entrance to what 
were Mr. Davis' stables, and there is a garden 
in the rear. 
It is only four or five squares 
from the Cai)itol building, where the Confed- 
erate congi-('.ss met, and the Confederate gov- 
ernment hail its offices. 
When the capital of 
the Confetleracy was removed from Mont- 
gomery 
to Richmond this property was 
purchased by the city ami tendered as a 
present to Mr. Davis. 
He would not take it 
as such, but he consented to occupy it for his 
presidential term, and after he went away the 
house came back to the city. 


Connected with this hoi»se is one of the pa- 
thetic incidents of the Confederacy. 
The 
porch at the back of it is high, and Jefferson 
Davis' little boy .Joseph, wliile p aying here 
one day, fell off and was killed by the fall. 
The city went into mourning for the son of 
tlfeir then president, and the boy was buried 
in Hollywood cemetery, not far fiom the 
grave of President Monioe. 
Jefferson Davis 
holds a lot in this cemetery now, and it is a 
question wliether he will not be brought here 
for burial wlion he dies. His lot is .surrounded 
by an ii-on fence, and in the iron of the gate 
is cut the name, '-Jefferson Davis."' 


The only tonibstone iu the lot is that of this 
boy. 
It is a little marble affair of a box-like 
shape, with flowers blooming in the center 
and a buncli of evergreens four feet high ris- 
ing over its head so as to almost conceal its 
inscription.

Tobacco is the leading article of manufac- 
tuce, and .several big factories are devoted to 
the making of cigarettes.

Hiats to OoeslB. 
Guests should make it a point to be 
on hands before the hour appointed for 
dinner. 
It is extremely ill-bred 
to 
come stringing in the next day or the 
day after. 
In order to ensure against 
keeping the table waiting, perhaps it 
would be better to come the night be- 
fore and stay over night. 


It is quite au fait for the host to 
carve, though the custom has prevailed 
in some countries for the guests to 
carve the host before the repast was 
finished. 


Guard carefully against mistaking a 
plate of hot soup for a finger bowl. 
Should such a contretemps happen, 
however, it is entirely admissable to 
put the fingers in the mouth. 


Beside each plate should be placed 
as many knives, forks and spoons as 
will be needed for the different courses. 
They should be carefully counted, of 
course, and private marks afiixed in 
order that that they might be identified 
in case any of them disappeared during 
the dinner. 


Guests shoidd not be offended when 
requested to give receipts for the na]>- 
kins they are provided with. 


The waiter should present carved 
dishes on the left side of the guest. 
The guest can keep on the right side of 
the waiter by giving him half a dollar 
now and then. 


If a guest prefers his dish carved be- 
forehand, he should buy a plain wooden 
dish, take it to some wood-carver, and 
let him carve it. 


A fond mother should serve jellies 
and sauces to her children in a saucer 
instead of in tlje hand, no matter how 
much they may saucer if they can't 
have it that way. 


In winter plates should always be 
brought in at a white heat, and guests 
should come provided with buckskin 
gloves for handling them.—Texcif; Sift- 
ingst.

The Peruvian Preserved Human Heads. 


Among the interesting objects in the 
national museum are the Peruvian pre- 
served human heads, 
the bones ex- 
tracted and prepared by the Indians of 
the valley of the Amazon River. These 
heads are rare ethnological objects, of 
which very few have been brought to 
Europe and America. 
They are held 
by their owners in much veneration, as 
trophies of victories, the heads of ene- 
mies being thus prepared for perma- 
nent preservation. 


The manner of scalping and contract- 
ing the skin so as to make the 
com- 
pressed head, is as follows: 
The skin 
is cut around the neck as low down as 
possible, it is then loosened and slipped 
off over the head, all the flesh being re- 
moved. 
The sc^p is then put to soak 
for ten or twelve hours in an infusion 
of herbs. 
Small 
pebbles are then 
heated and put into the scalp, which is 
shaken so that the pebbles touch every 
part. 
When the pebbles have cooled, 
the scalp is dipped again into the in- 
fusion and allowed to remain until soft, 
the operation being repeated until the 
head has sufficiently contracted. 
The 
residt is a well-formed and quite sym- 
metrical head, about four inches in di- 
ameter, all parts contracted in 
equal 
proportion, 
and with long, 
flowing- 
black hair; a braid of strings is passed 
through the lips, and there are several 
other artificial appendages.—Washing- 
ton

What?

vacant chair at a'king's banquet!"

fact was that David the warrior had been 
seated for the last time at his falher-iu- 
law's table.

place at tlie la!)lo. sayiup; to David in the 
words of my te a; ' Thon shalt bo missed,

>The prediction was fulfilled. David was 
missed. 
His seat was empty. 
That one 
vacant chair spoke louder than all the 
occupied chairs :it <he banquet. 
In almost

Quincy 
Adams' vacant CIKMI in the House of liep- 
ressntutives, and ;it Mr. Wilson's vacant 
chair in the Vice Presidency, and at Henr> 
Clay'e vacant chair in the American Senate, 
and at Princ;? Albert's vacant chair in 
Windsor Castle, ami at Thiers' vacant chair 
in the Councils of the French nation; bnt 
all these chairs are unimportant (o yon as 
oompared with the vacant chairs in your 
o-vvTi household.

lessons for you to It-arn? Are we any better 
men and women than when they íírst ad- 
dressed us?

armrchair, for he is not so strong as he 
once was, and he needs u liitle upholdiuE;. 
His hair is a little frosty, his gums a little 
depressed, for in his early days (here wa-^ 
not much dentistry. 
Perhaps a cane chair 
and old-fashioned apparel, for, though 
you may have suggested some improve- 
ment, father docs not want any of your 
nonsense. 
Grandfather never had much 
admiration for new-fangled notions. 
I sat 
at the table of one of my parishioners in a 
former congregation; an aged man Was at 
the table, and his son was presiding, and 
the father somcv.liat abruptly 
addressed 
the son and said: 
"My son, don't now try 
to show off because the minister is here!" 
Your father never liked .my new customs 
or manners; he pre furred the old way of 
doing things, and ho never looked so 
happy as when wi;h his eyes closed he sat 
in the arm-chair in the cerner.

what placidity! 
'J'be wave of the past

chair. 
Perhaps, sometimes, he was a little 
impatient, and sometimes told the same 
story twice; but over that old chair how 
maRy blessed memories hover! 
I hope you 
did not crowd that old chair, and that it 
did not get very much in the way.

jtt the November election, two yeai-s

left the Republican orator is the false and 
old worn-out statement that the colored 
voters of the South are not permitted to 
vote. 
In eveiy district in the South iu 
which the colored votei-s are iu the majority 
the Republican party demands suc(?ess, and 
if it fails to achieve victory at the polls, it 
raises the cry that the colored jieople Avere 
il<'?)rived of the right to vote. 
It de.iies to 
the colored man the right to vote according' 
to his oAvn convictions, but demands tb it 
he shall, uuder all circumstances, vote the 
Republican ticket, and assumes that when 
he does not do so he has not been per- 
mitted to cast his ballot free and uiitram- 
meled. 
.Vs a member of the Indiana Sen- 
ate, 1 vrtfed to ratify aud accept, on the p.irl 
of 
Indiana, the iifteeutti amendment to 
the Constitution of the I'nited States, giv- 
ing the colored mau the right of suffrage, 
aud 1 cast the vote AH ith the full uuder- 
standing that the colored man should have 
the same right that the Avbite mau possessed 
in thecastiug of the baUot: that he shoulil 
baA-e the right to ally himself 
with what- 
ever political party be chose, and to vote 
according to the dictates of his own judg- 
ment. 
1 believe the time, is rapidly coming 
wheu the Republican party Avill" cease to 
own the colored voter, and that he will vote 
with whatever party his judgment dictates. 


The

niag of the end of our mptihlican totm of 
government. 
The last Presidential contest, lik* aU 
tbe I>nor thereto, was a contest betveen par- 
ties, and not between individoale. There 
have always been i^>olitical {»arties in this 
country since the formation of the Govern- 
meut, and I presume there always will be; 
there are great political parties in every 
civilized 
countrj^ and 
experience 
has 
shown that great political parties are bet- 
ter than political factions, aud when the 
people elect the ticket of a political party, 
the people mean by such election that that 
party shall have control. 
If that is not 
the case, then the holding of a Republican 
National and State Convention and the 
holding of a Democratic National and State 
Convention, and the cam])aign that always 
follows, is simply a farce; and while there 
were in the last campaign quite a number of 
questions of public policy discussed, yet 
the overshadowing question in the canv^ass, 
and the question that had more to do with 
determining the result than any other, was 
whether the Eei>ublican party should be 
continued in control of the Government 
four yeai-s longer, or Avhether there should 
be a change aud the Democratic party 
)>laced in power. 
The decision at the bal- 
lot-box Avas that the Kepublican party
